Washington, February 10.—The

LEARNINGS THINGS WHICH 
AIN’T SO. 

A corresponcent describes a rather 
common and harmless condition in 
children which is called geographic 
tongue, from the maplike marks which 
are seen on the tongue.

A moral which may be drawn from 
the story is that laymen should leave 
medical literature severely alone for 
the best interests of their health and 
peace of mind. There is no mischief 
capatle of working more havoc thao 
an attempt on the part of the layman 
to study “doctor books” or to read de- 
scriptions of diseases or their symp- 
toms. I believe it would be the part 
of wisdom of the layman to study or 
read nothing relating to disease or 
health unless the reading matter has 
been approved by his family physician. 
So much printed matter dealing with 
disease and health is wrongly inspired 
nowadays that it is really unsafe to 
put confidence in anything of the kind 
unless it has the sanction or approval 


of some properly qualified censor sucb 
as the family doctor. 

Richt away somebody will remark 
that scme family doctors are incapab'e 
of passing intelligently upon such 
reading matter, since the doctors have 
not familiarized themselves with the 
great mass of printed matter dealing 
with these subjects. That is often 
quite true, but if the doctor has not 
had time nor inclination to investigate 


all the publications personally, he has 
available responsible sources of in- 
formation. So has the laity in gen- 
eral. For example, anybody may 
send a query of this kind, along with 
a stamped addressed envelope for the 
reply, to the American Medical Asso 
ciation, 535 N. Dearborn street, Chi- 
cago. . 

The dental megazine the correspond 
ent picked up in the dentist’s office 
was very likely one of a large class of 
wrongly inspired periodicais which are 
showered on doctors and dentists by 
all sorts of nostrum makers who. hone 
in this way to self more of their 
wares. One is more or less helpless 
against this evil. No wonder a mere 
patient in the dentist’s office takes 
the stuff in such “magazines” seri- 
ously.

When the war was over and the 
soldicrs had returned [ felt that a 
relief from the high tension of. those 
days would be another big champion- 
ship fight.

It was then that I started on the 
trail of a fight between Jess Willard 
and Jack Dempsey. The present 
champion had come up so rapidly 
that fight fans were eager for him 
to have a crack at something big. 
There was no other apparent succes- 
sor to the Willard crown. Having 
followed the newspapers closely, Il 
could feel what the public wanted 
At least 1 thought J] could. 

During the war days, bowever, | 
had not forgotten the fight game en- 
tireiy. The public had not, either. 
The greatest amusement attractions 
in the army were the boxing matches. 
I feel sure that the war did more to 
give the public a clearer viewpoint 
on the game than any one factor. 
Army officers were quickx to see the 
advantages of boxing as a builder up 
of Mi. 

In one infantry regiment with 
which I was pretty well acquainted 
the commanding officer issued an or- 
der that every enlisted man in his 
outfit must box at lenst tiree rounds 
every day. His idea was that the 
mere physical contact would rid the 


‘men of any timidity and make ther 


willing to face anybody ou an even 
footing. 

This commanding officer laid par- 
ticular emphasis upon the weakest 
and most timid men being compelled 
to box. A schedule was nrranged by 
which each squad of eigzt men had 
to pair off and have 15 minutes of 
boxing as a part of the setting up 
exercises. They were also ordered 
to wade in and slam. 

In a short while the more timid 'sol- 
a different look in their 
eyes.

Maintaining an irresistible upward 
movement during the large part of the 
entire year, building in sixteen south- 
ern states covered by G. L. Miller & 
Companys Semi-Annual Survey, 
reached a total for 1925 which set new 
high tigufes for all time, From Bal- 
timore to E] Paso gains were register- 
ed, some of them of large proportions; 
and while in some instances remark- 
able totals bad been reported for the 
preceding year, even these figures were 
swept away last year in the rusb to 
provide adequate housing for the 
south’s sure development. 

The survey reveals the fact that 
150 of the larger cities and towns of 
the sixteen states invested almost six 
hundred millions in new structures. 
In 113 of these cities, where compara- 
tive figures are available, a general 
gain of 111-2 per cent was recorded, 
or $66,000,000 in round figures. 

,No attempt has been made to arrive 
at appmoximate totals for the entire 
territory. Outside of the urban cen- 
ters from which accurate reports have 
been obtained there have been millions 
@ent in building of which no official 
data is available. Much of the im- 
portant industrial expansion which is 
reported at length in the following 
pages has been outside the incorporate 
limits of cities or in individual mill 
villages. Mitions have gone inte 
schools and colleges and other publie 
institutions at points where no per-| 
mits are registered. 

In all probability this extra-urban 
construction has equaled the city 
totals, so that considerably more than 
a billion dollars has gone towards pro- 
viding modern buildings for the south’s 
business, industrial, educational and 
social life during the period of a sin- 
gle year.
